The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 5, the applicants have presented persuasive arguments, see pages 5-8 of the 
response filed on 6/3/2009, that the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a 
method for evaluating crystal defects of a silicon wafer comprises a step of observing 
etch pits, which originated from crystal defects, formed on the etched surface of the 
wafer, in combination with the rest of the steps/limitations of claim 5
